Orizaba, Mex- 
ico, a missionary of considerable experi- 
ence, thoroughly acquainted with Spanish 
and now publishing a religious paper in 
that language which reaches all portions 
of South America, has consented to act 
as a pioneer in opening up the field, and 
with a small party, including his wife 
and one or two others, will sail from San 
Francisco in the beginning of the year 
for the western coast of South America, 
stopping at various points along the 
way, distributing tracts, preaching the 
gospel, and opening stations as the way 
shall be made plain.

Some of our candidates for missionary 
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work are sometimes perplexed by the 
question of the future life, and we have 
been asked again and again to give some 
simple standpoint from which this sub- 
. ject can be better understood and such 
*.errors be avoided. We deeply regret 
when we find Christian ‘workers in the 
least degree affected by these views, for 
they cut the sinews of missionary enter- 
prise most fatally. Missionaries to 


India tells us with deep sorrow how the 


’ thought of annihilation affects the Hin- 
“du mind. The very heaven of the 
' Buddhist ig that some day he shall be 
annihilated and the brightest hope of 


=the Hindu is that after passing through 


“various transmigrations he shall at 
.Jast cease to be; and if you tell these 
- people that they can be annihilated by a 
shorter road the moment they die, they 
~ will hail it as a heaven of joy. 
:. We will not argue this question in this 
article, but just call the attention of our 
“..simple-hearted readers of the English 
Bible to the following considerations as 
‘at least standpoints from which to look 
at the subject. 
. First, the Old Testament assumes the 
conscious life of those who have died. 
They are gathered to their fathers they 
go down to Sheol and there they speak 
‘together in the prophetic visions of the 
‘Old Testament, and are evidently con- 
- Scious. 
Second, the parable of the rich man and 
‘Lazarus gives the Old Testament stand- 
point of the facts,the unseen world. True, 


ii _ this is a parable, but even parables would 


not be based ona false conception of things. 
' The groundwork must be true in prin- 
. ciple, and there it is evident that the rich 
- Man is alive and conscious. It is evident, 
.also, that the beggar is alive and happy. 
_ Neither has yet entered upon an eternal 

state, because the beggar is not in Christ’s 


» ~ bosom, but Abraham’s bosom ; but even 


‘in that state they are conscious and happy 
or miserable, according to their former 
life. 

Third. A young missionary was con- 
victed himself, the other day, by this 
consideration ; that in the eternal state 
_.men are punished with the various de- 
_ grees of retribution. This little verse was 
_. sufficient to settle the whole question in 

“his mind : 

_. “Tf he that despised Moses’ law died 
‘*-without mercy,of how much gorer punish- 
“ment shall he be thought worthy who 
~-has trodden under foot the Son of God.” 

Here we see a sorer punishment for one 
lost soul than another, and therefore there 

~ must be something worse than death. 
The whole standpoint of the Bible is 
that of immortality and conscious life in 
“the world to come. Each goes to his 


own place, Judas has a place to which 
he goes, and Paul departs to be with 
Christ ; Stephen sees the heavens open 
and Jesus standing on the right hand of 
God waiting to receive his spirit, while 
John beholds the souls of them that had 
been slain as the martyrs of Jesus, crying 
on the altar, “How long, Oh Lord! dost 
thou not avenge our blood on them that 
dwelleth on the earth ?” 

Beloved, let us get through with these 
side-issues and press on to the great ques- 
tion of the world’s salvation.

Spiritual Capacity for Physical Healing. 





DIVINE HEALING requires a certain spirit- 
ual capacity, nay, even great spiritual 
blessing demands spiritual enabling to 
receive it. The apostle speaks of being 
strengthened with might by the Spirit in 
the inner man so that Christ may dwell 
in our hearts by faith. That is to say, 
some people would not be able to stand 
the blessing God wants to give them be- 
cause they are not strengthened for it. 
It would be like putting an immense lot 
of powder into a little pocket pistol. It 
would explode, because it has not strength 
to hold it. And so some of us would go 
to pieces if God were to answer our pray- 
ers and baptize us with the Holy Ghost 
as much as we asked. It is the same 
with the healing of our bodies. We must 
be spiritually enabled to receive the life 
of Christ. It does not come by the out- 
ward touch, but from within, through the 
sensibilities, and capacities of the divine 
life in the soul, and then through all the 
senses and members of the body. The 
apostle John expressed it perfectly when 
he said, “‘I pray God that thou mayest 
be in health and prosper even as thy soul 
prospereth.” 

Christ is not now present with people 
in the old physical way ; if He were to 
walk the earth again to-day, as He did 
during the forty days, it is doubtful if 
unsanctified men could see Him and 
touch Him. It is through the Holy Ghost 
and the spiritual revelation we meet Him 
now; and until we know the Holy Ghost 
and are spiritually awakened we cannot 
touch Him Let your healing go for the 
present and get into touch with Jesus, 
and then you will find it very easy to re- 
ceive Him in all His fullness.

Sermon Preached by Rev, A, B. Simpson in the Gospe 
Tabernacle, New York, Nov. 6, 1892. 





“That they all may be one; as thou Father, 
art in me, and I in thee, that they also may be 
one in us: that the world may believe that thou 
hast sent me, ... and hast loved them as thou 
hast loved me.”’—-John xvii: 21-238. 

HIS is Christ’s last prayer for His 
T beloved disciples. It must be very 
dear to His heart. Its fulfillment 
was the glory of the Apostolic Church. 
The worst enemiss of Christianity were 
compelled to concede the love of the early 
disciples, and they attributed the success 
of Christianity chiefly to this cause. The 
decline of Christian unity and the growth 
of sectarianism have marked the declen- 
sion of true Christianity; snd the glorious 
sign of deeper unity among the con- 
secrated children of God are among the 
most hopeful signs to-day of the near ap- 
proach of the Lord’s return, and of the 
blessed time when we all shall be made 
perfect in one, and the world shall believe 
that Christ is the Seut One. 

The two beautiful parables of the Treas- 
ure and the Pearl are prophetic of the 
progress of the Church. The former rep- 
resents believers in their individuality ; 
the latter the Church in its unity. The 
Treasure is the many, the Pearl is the 
One. At present we are like the scattered 
treasure hid in the field ; but the Lord is 
gathering us together, and soon the Body 
of Christ will be united in the glory of 
the Bride, and shine in the Millennial age 
like a cluster of crystals and jewels, as 
John beheld the vision in his glorious 
Apocalypse. 

There is an old legend that once in Eden 
there was a beautiful temple of jewels; 
it was the sanctuary where man met with 
God and the symbol of the unity of His 
children with Himself. It was the para- 
gon of Eden and of earth ; its dome was 
a flashing diamond; its windows were 
rubies, emeralds, and amethysts ; its floor 
was paved with gold; its doors were bril- 
liants of surpassing beauty. But in the 
rupture that followed the fall of man, the 
temple was wrecked and scattered in frag- 
ments throughout the world so that pieces 


‘| of it are now found in rocks and moun-

I.—The meaning of Christian unity. 
1. We are one in Him, our Head, “That 
they all may be one, as Thou, Father, art 


de one in us.” 
We are united to each other by being 


-with Him, and then through Him with one 


‘another. It is the little birdlings press- 
*.. ing close to the mother’s breast, and ne- 


cessarily, therefore, close to each other. 
It is the spokes of the wheel fastened into 


+: the hub and touching each other there, 
~~ because they all touch the centre. Itis the 
~-ehildren of the family living together and 


looking alike hecause they all come from 








one parental fountain of life and lie on 
one maternal breast. 

_ Therefore, there can be no unity apart 
‘from Christ. We cannot love people by 
trying to love them. But if we both love 
Him we shall love each other in conse- 
quence. Therefore, there can be no unity 
on the part of those who do not believe 
in Him. Organization will not make us 
one ; common principles will not make us 
one. But if we are united to Him, then 
we cannot but touch each other. 

In a foreign city three ministers of 
different languages met; they could not 
speak to each other except one word, but 
they looked into each other’s eyes and 
they all pronounced together one word, 
“Jesus,” and their hands clasped and 
their tears flowed and they felt that they 
were one. 

Not only do we derive our unity from 
Him, but He is the pattern of it; we are 
to be one even asthe Father and the Son 
areone. The Divine Trinity is a pattern 
of the Church of God. Itis avery solemn 
and tremendous thought. Just as the 
Godhead is one, so should we be. Think 
what an awful thing it would be for the 
Father and the Son for a moment to sep- 
arate; think what a blasphemy it would 
he even to think of a disagreement or a 
difference there ; and then think what an 
awful thing it must be for Christians to 
divide! Itis asimportant that they should 
be one as that God should be one. Will 
you remember, beloved, the next time the 
enemy seeks to rend you from the Body 
of Christ, or to use you to rend the Body 
of Christ, that you are to stand to your 
brother even as the Son to His Father ? 

9. We are one in a common life, 

It is the oneness of nature. You might 
harness a tiger and a lamb together, but 
they would never workin unity; you might 
educate and train a hawk and a dove, but 
they never would be able to do anything 
but devour each other; they have not 
the same nature; you cannot make them 
coalesce. And so you eannot have unity 


. between the natural heart and the regen- 


erated spirit. What concord hath Christ 
with Belial ; what fellowship hath he that 
believeth with an infidel? ‘‘ Wherefore 
come ye out from among them and be ye 
separate, saith the Lord.” . 

The greatest hindrance to Christian 
unity in the Church is the numbers who 
belong to the Church and do not believe 
in Christ. They have not the same 
nature, It is like filling a cage with 
hawka and doves; they cannot coalesce. 
So long as the Church is made up of un- 
holy men and women and persons who 
are living for their pleasure and ambi- 
tion, it will be a divided Church ; it will 
he like Daniel’a vision of the image, partly 


iron and partly clay, and it cannot 
stand. 

8. We are one in the truth. 

There must be, first, unity of life, and 
then, unity of truth. The divine order is 
not to draw up a creed and to adopt a 
platform of principles and then live up to 
them, but it is to receive a new birth and 
then believe the truth as a living experi- 
ence. Unity of doctrine is very blessed 
if we have first unity of experience. 
The more complete our agreement of 
mind, the more intimate will be our unity 
of beart, if you have learned the true life 
to begin with. 

We can all remember how delightful 
it was when first we saw Christ, as our 
Saviour, to find some one else who believed 
we did; and had the same experience; 
to meet a Christian in some far-off land 
among strangers thrilled all our heart 
with a delightful home feeling and a 
sense of oneness. 

Some of us can remember later in our 
life when we came to know Him as a 
Sanctifier, and the blessed truth that Jesus 
Christ can cleanse and keep the heart in 
perfect peace and purity became a per- 
sonal experience. How lonely we felt 
even among Christians that did not be- 
lieve this; and how well we remember 
the first time we met some one who felt 
as we did and believed as we did! How 
a second chord was added to our harmony 
and our whole soul responded with a 
touch of deeper unity! It was an instru- 
ment of two strings now. 

And then we came to know Him in a 
still deeper intimacy as our Healer. But 
none of our friends believed it; even our 
consecrated friends thought we went too 
far, and we stood alone under the re- 
proach of fanaticism. But when we 
heard a trembling voice repeating the 
same testimony, our whole heart thrilled 
with fellowship, and we recognized a 
nearer brother; there was a third chord in 
our instrument of many strings; there 
was a deeper harmony ; there was a fuller 
chorus of love and oneness. 

And then there came the crowning rev- 
elation of Jesus as our coming Lord. Be- 
yond all the blessings of the present we 
saw the glorious hope of His appearing ; 
we believed it as a doctrine and we accept- 
ed it as a personal hope; we came under 
ite living experience, we rejoiced in it, and 
we felt it was ours. But we found but 
few that believed it. We longed for fel- 
lowsbip andsympathy. And asthe years 
have gone by we have been picking out 
people that believe this truth and they 
seem nearer to us; they seem to be with 
us the members of an inner family circle, 
and preparing together for some glorious 
day when we shall atand in His likeness

fishes find themselves in fellowship with

-. So when men build a church on mere 
-.: human lines they go into sects and sec- 


--. tions; they become absorbed in their own 
-- self-importance and they look askance at 


one another ; but when the floods of the 
- Holy Spirit sweep in, all this is changed ; 
selfishness is melted away and every little 
~ ecclesiastical circle gets broadened intoa 
“larger fellowship, and men begin to see 
- how small they are in the larger things 
‘which are opened to their vision. The 
great remedy, therefore, for sectarianism 
-~is the baptism of the Holy Ghost and the 
“restoration of the power of primitive 
Christianity. 
But not only does the Holy Ghost give 
the bond of unity, but He also gives us 
. the full enduement which completes the 
. power of the Church and fits her for her 
:. “work. It is not enough for the members 
to touch each other in perfect accord, but 
‘it is neeessary also that the Church asa 
. ‘whole shall be equipped for her great 
- ‘work, with all the gifts and graces of the 
Bpisit, and that che shall present to the 


world a united front not only of harmony, 
but also of power and glory, “fair as the 
moon, clear as the sun and terrible as an 
army with banners.” Therefore, the 
Holy Spirit has provided for the Churcha 
great variety of ministries, operations and 
gifts, that she may stand equipped for her 
great calling in all the fullness of God’s 
power. 

The complete unity of the Church re- 
quires that all these gifts and graces 
should be in constant operation. They 
are like the robes of a fair woman or the 
features of her face—the absence of one 
destroys the unity of expression. The 
Apostolic Church was arrayed in all the 
glory of the Spirit and fully represented 
Christ to the world without a mutilated 
member or a lacking enduement. The 
modern church retains but a few frag- 
ments of this primeval array, and stands 
with tattered garments and rent girdle, 
a spectacle of. humiliation, oftentimes, 
before the world to which her Lord has 
sent her to represent not only His mercy, 
but also His Kingly power: 

3. One in Spiritual Fellowship. . 

It is not enough that we have one life, 
it must be expressed in mutual love, 
communion, prayer and help. And 
therefore God has provided for the com- 
munion of saints. This is maintained 
not only by outward acts of worship and 
fellowship, but also by inward sympa- 
thies and mutual intercessions, which 
could not be expressed in any: outward 
form. Probably, when we reach the 
perfect life we shall not need the medium 
of speech to express: our thoughts and 
feelings, but heart to heart, even as we 
understand Him now, we shall meet in 
the intuitions of the Spirit, and know, 
even as we are known. In a sense and 
measure, we may anticipate this here. 
There is a fellowship of heart and prayer 
which the Holy Ghost can give beyond 
all power of speech. God can lay upon 
us our brother’s or our sister’s need and 
enable us to stand with them before the 
throne when there is no outward com- 
munication whatever. Across wide oceans 
and vast continents heart can touch heart 
and meet before the throne, and we can 
bring blessings down upon the heads of 
those we never met. 

God would have us so adjusted, so sen- 
sitive, so fitly framed together that we 
shall know His voice in this respect, and 
be always able to catch the spirit of His 
prayerand respond to the faintest hint 
from the throne. Oh! how many a sor- 
row might be lightened ; how many a 
life might be saved, if we were ever 
obedient to the voice of the Spirit’s 
prayer! He wants to have us like an 
AB lean harp that does not need the 


touch of fingers, but only the breath of 
God to bring out its harmonies. The 
apostle Paul knew this and could say, 
‘* Who is weak, and I am not weak; who 
is offended and I burn not.” And he has 
said to us in another place, ‘‘ Bear ye one 
another’s burdens and so fulfill the 
law of Christ.” There is a deep and real 
meaning in these words, “If there be, 
therefore, any consolation in Christ, if 
any comfort of love, if any fellowship 
of the Spirit, if any bowels and mercies, 
fulfill ye my joy, that ye be like-minded, 
having the same love, being of one accord, 
of one mind.” 

Do we know this fellowship in the 
Spirit? Do we know these bowels and 


‘mercies? Not hooks of steel as human 


poetry has rudely expressed it, but cords 
of human heart strings and of divine 
sympathy. These are the bonds that bind 
us together: 


_ ““We share our mutual woes, 
Our mutual burdens bear ; 
“dnd often for each other flows, 
: The sympathizing tear. 


6. One in co-operation and service. 

How much of the energy of the Church 
of God is wasted in divided efforts. Eighty 
thousand ministers of the gospel in 
the United States are doing what twenty 
thousand could doif they were but united, 
and the rest could be sent to the heathen 
world, and each would only have six 
hundred members under his care—a very 
reasonable congregation. The other six- 
ty thousand could be sent to the heathen 
world, and even then theretwould be only 
one to every two thousand of its popula- 
tion. The cause of this waste of energy 
is simply sectarianism. Each little and 
great body wants to be represented in 
every important centre of population, and 
expense and efforts are put forth to have 
a church and a minister, and often it is 
a desperate struggle for existence for 
fifty or one hundred poor members to 
support the minister and keep up a sepa- 
rate organization. The machinery is not 
worth it. It costs the same expenditure 
of money on the part of these people 
that would reach thousands of heathens 
by combining their energies with the 
church already in operation at home, and 
all this surplus could be spared. Toa 
man of the world it would really look 
as though a wise and infinite God was 
not directing the movement at all, and 
the truth is that in a great many casey, 
it is not God’s wisdom at all, but the self- 
ishness and folly of men . 

We do not believe in attempting at this 
late day any formal organiaation, uniting 
all the churches, although we believe 
that sectarianism is unautherized by the

‘part of some one entering the house. 
The lost shingle in a roof will often 
And 


doorstep ; but if you do not fulfill your 


place, or if you get detached from your 
next neighbor, you may cause the wreck 
of the whole building and the injury of 
many souls. 

Still more exquisitely perfect is the fig- 
ure of the human body. It consists of 
many members but the least of them is 
often the most important and receives the 
most abundant honor. There is an abso- 
lute necessity for their perfect harmony 
and adjustment in order to the health of 
the body. If the joint does not work in 
the socket the whole limb becomes dis- 
eased; and so, if you and your brother 
are not in harmony you hurt everybody 
that is within reach of you. The smallest 
irritation will sometimes cause the mem- 
bers serious inflammation ; a little clot of 
blood will stop the action of he heart ; the 
finest deposit upon the delicate structures 
of the body will prevent their free action 
and a scratch will often bring an abcess, 
and a little thorn if not removed may 
cause the amputation of the whole hand. 

And go itis in the body of Christ. We 
have power to hurt one another by being 
hurt ourselves, and, if we would preserve 
the unity of the whole and the health of 
the whole, we must be sure that we act 
in perfect adjustment with those that 


| stand next to us in every way. Not only 


is this true, but there is an intense sym- 
pathy between the various members of 
the body; if one member suffers all suffer ; 
if one rejoices all rejoices. If my little 
finger is hurt, my heart will ache with 
the pain and my brain will send a throb 
of sympathy to the suffering member; 
and so in the body of Christ, the hurt of 
each affects the whole and God would 
have us share in perfect sympathy one 
another’s needs and sorrows. 

We need each other for the lightest 
spiritual growth. The whole body is 
nourished by joints and pains and blood 
vessels and air vessels. No part can stand 
alone, and so none of us is independent 
of our brother. Let us try to receive our 
life through one another; let us touch 
each other in whole oneness that He can 
minister through every part to the whole, 
and the beautiful figure of the apostles 
shall be true of both the body and the 
building. 

‘“‘The whole building fitly framed to- 
gether groweth into a holy temple in the 


Lord; the whole body joined together. 


and compacted by that which every joint 
supplieth maketh increase of the body 
into the edifying of itself in love.” 

I can learn from the humblest child of 
God ; the youngest convert adds some- 
thing to me; every Christian that is en- 
riched can enrich me, and I cannot bless 
another without receiving as much 
again. 


Oh, let us make the most of this blessed 
partnership for our own grace and His 
glory. 

IlI.—The blessings and benefits of 
Christian unity. 

1, It is necessary to our highest spiritual 
growth ‘‘That they may be made perfect in 
one, Everything in nature and grace has a 
tendency to multiply. Put a little seed 
in the ground and it will grow with a 
dozen stalks and stems, and each will be 
stronger than if there was but a single 
stalk ; a single coal will die out, but a 
hearth full of coals will brightly burn 
and each will kindle the other. Fellow- 
ship is essential to our spiritual blessing 
and with all saints we learn to know the 
depth and height and length and breadth 
of the love of Christ which passeth knowl- 
edge. 

The isolated Christian is likely to be 
selfish and angular, and we need the 
touch of other lives to sweeten us, broaden 
us, to polish us, and even the very trials 
that come to us from others are the 
greatest blessings in our spiritual culture, _ 
sharpening and polishing us even as 
diamonds are necessary to polish dia- 
monds. 

2. The unity of the church is God’s 
great means of impressing the world with 
the truth of Christianity. It is in the 
living fellowship of holy love that men 
see and feel the presence and power of 
God and are drawn to the Father’s house. 
“By this shall all men know that ye are 
my disciples, if ye have love one to an- 
other, that they all may be one and that 
the world may know that thou hast sent 
me.” 

IV.—Some practical suggestions with 
a view to the promotion of Christian 
unity. 

1. Let it be our earnest endeavor, ‘‘En- 
deavoring to keep the unity of the spirit 
in the bond of peace.” 

This word endeavor means to strive 
with great earnestness, and to make it 
our intense desire and effort, ‘If it be 
possible, as much as lieth in you, live 
peaceably with all men.” If you resolve 
to do this, under all circumstances, God 
will enable you. If you recognize it as 
being a sacred obligation as great as 
the ten commandments, you will not 
dare to break the law of love. If you 
feel that just as well might the Father 
and the Son be torn apart as our unity 
be severed with God’s children, you will 
guard against it in every way, and bind 
yourselves by the most solemn obligations 
which come from the cross of Christ 
to hold us from breaking that hidden 
cord that binds us to the body, just as the 
mother is bound to her babe. 

2. Let ua recognize the fact that God ex- 
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pects us to live in harmony with all the 
people with whom He has associated us. 
He wants to make us equal to every situa- 
tion, and He is able to. He wants us to 
‘feel that it is a discredit and dishonor for 
‘us even to fail in living in accord with all 
His children. There is no one in our life, 
‘but God has somehow allowed to come 
and He is able to carry us successfully in 
». every relation so to be adjusted to peo- 


. “ple, that we will be able to live with 


~~ them harmoniously, sweetly, so as to 


""cewin their respect if not their love. 


Some one once asked a conductor on an 
',, ©xpress train, how it was that he could

. and he said, that if he could not get on

3. Recognize not only God, but the ad-

- will rise above people and circumstances 
and see only the spiritual cause back of 


a -you; thus you will be able to overcome 
~ ynany trying things. 


4. Do not try to love the evil in people 
or to be in unison with it, but simply ig- 


«more it and reckon it dead, as you do the 
evil in yourself, and feel your way to the 


: divine in them, to the Holy Ghost in them, 
-. and love that even when you cannot love 
all that you see in them. Personally, 


‘3. when you find anything in yourself that 


‘tries you, you are glad to lay it over on 
Christ and refuse to recognize it any more 
_-but take Christ for it. Do the same with 
your brother, and it will be very strange 


if you cannot find enough of God in every 
human being to constitute a bond of un- 
broken fellowship, notwithstanding all 
their frailties and their failures. 

5. Keep right with the one next to you. 
It is always the nearest link that affects 
us most, and it is the one that touches you 
the most closely that the enemy will often 
use to break your unity with others. Keep 
in close and perfect fellowship with all 
that touch your life, 

6. Take the scriptural ways of settling 
your difficulties with people. Christ has 
prescribed a method by which we can keep 
everything right with one another; and if 
we will do just as He has told us we shall 
always be able te live in harmony and 
love:“If thou bringest thy gift tothe altar, 
and there rememberest that thy brother 
hath aught against thee : leave there thy 
gift before the altar, and go thy way; 
first be reconciled to thy brother and then 
come and offer thy gift.” This isadivine 
command just as sacred as the 6th or 8th 
commandment, You must get right 
with man before you attempt to worship 
God, and even at the very altar of Jeho- 
vah if you remember that there is a griev- 
ance upon your brother’s heart, before 
you attempt to pray, go and get into full 
accord with him ; get the grievance out. 
It may not be that you have wronged him, 
but even if he thinks you have, go as far 
as you can in meeting him in the spirit of 
love, and then come, and the Holy Ghost 
will pour down upon you the fullness of 
His blessing. 

A very small thorn penetrating your 
flesh will soon cause a serious inflamma- 
tion. You may try all you liketosuppress 
the inflammation, but you cannot until 
you pull out the thorn. If you leave the 
rankling stub there it will fret and fester, 
and by the next day there will be an angry 
swelling, and before a week there may be 
mortification and possibly amputation, 
and even death. Do not try to get thein- 
flammation out, get the thorn out; get 
right to the root of thething ; begin at the 
trifle where all the trouble started ; recog- 
nize it; remove it.- Meet in love, and 
then go on in the love and blessing of 
God. ° 

7. Settle your troubles with people at 
the throne of grace. Talk to your Father 
about them in love and prayer, and you 
will find His Holy Spirit will love to come 
and smooth away the rough places, and 
make your spirit sweet ; and as you pray 
for them, you will find the strangest 
warmth possess your heart and the divin- 
est love lift you above all the stings of 
selfishness and pain. You cannot pray 
for a person long without truly loving 
them. If you will only promise to pray 
every day of your life, this simple prayer 


for any human being that you do not 
love, ‘‘ Lord, bless her (Lord, bless him),” 
with all thy heart in every way as much 
as it is possible for them to receive, you 
will find before a year that they will be 
your dearest friend, and you will find 
that, as the love is born in your breast, 
there will spring in their hearts such a 
love to you as will make them imcapable 
of doing you any wrong. 

A very dear friend of mine had a bit- 
ter alienation come up in his life to two 
Christian friends who had greatly injured 
him. He was their Pastor. For months 
his soul was given up to perfect hate, and 
he did not want to love them, but one 
night God bade him pray for them and 
as he prayed, in spite of himself his soul 
became flooded with such a love as he 
had never felt for any human being be- 
fore and he just longed to meet them 
and take them by the hand. There was 
no explanation, it was just a baptism of 
the Holy Ghost ; but the strangest and 
sweetest part of it was that when he re- 
turned to his home and stood in his pul- 
pit for the first time after along absence, 
those two men had the same baptism as 
he had had, and they were the first to 
rush forward to meet him and almost 
took him in their arms, and told him how 
glad they were to see him. 

The same spirit that came to Jacob at 
Peniel and then met Esau on the way 
with a spirit of reconciliation and love, is 
still able to touch our heart and prove 
the truth of that wonderful promise, 
‘* When a man’s ways please the Lord He 
maketh his enemies even to be at peace 
with him.” ' 

8. Take a large view of the church of 
God. Get beyond your immediate gur- 
roundings, your nearest friend or enemies, 
and learn to think of the whole kingdom 
of Christ as your trust, to love and pray 
for. Regard yourself as the Bride of the 
Lamb and a representative of Christ for 
the whole world and think of yourself 
as trustee of every part of the kingdom 
of God, and so you will get to be inter- 
ested in it all, You will be lifted out of 
your littleness ; your soul will take on 
a@ majesty and a grandeur that others 
do not know and your nobleness of pur- 
pose will prepare you for equal noble- 
ness of service. There are most humble 
men and women in obscure places who 
are really bishops of the church of God . 
and can say as the great hearted Wesley, 
‘The world is my parish.” 

The truth is, if man has a whole heart 
for Christ in him he will be as big as the 
world in his sympathies. Christ is look- 
ing for great-hearted people. The world 
has plenty of intellect, but God wants 
something better; expanded, boundless 
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hearts in which He can dwell and from 
which He can bless the universe. God 
will give you as much as you are able to 
love, 

Beloved, be very sure of this. The 
one test and condition of the highest 
service, is the power of loving, and of 


‘loving under all circumstances with a 


love that loveth to the end and never 


“+ faileth. 


9. As the secret of all, keep filled with 


Christ ; receive the Holy Ghost ; be filled 


with the Spirit and let this be evermore

criticism, and at another time faith, The same 


sermon may produce different results, according 
to the spirit and condition in which it is heard. 
It is not always true that a sermon does no good 
unless it brings men to Christ; the very antago- 
nism the gospel rouses is proof of some interest 


‘and blessing. 


In this instance the gospel awakened faith, 
verse 48; for as many as were ordained unto 
eternal life believed. God did get seme victories 
‘out of the opposition. Thia verse has been made 


. fhe subject of endless discussion, Men have tried 
to make it square with a narrow, one-sided theol- 
: ogy, and have lifted it into a sphere where it has 


been made to misrepresent God and to discourage 


/.mgan. There ia no real discrepancy between the 


purpose of God and the freedom of man. We 
may not be able to make them harmonize, nor 
understand them; but, when the plan of God is 
complete, we shall see the harmony of its every 
part. There need be no fear nor hesitation in 
admitting in the fullest sense of the word that 


‘salvation is of the Lord, and there need be no 


hesitation in admitting that a man is not lost 
because of a divine necessity springing from the 


formed purpose ef’ God, bat from enmity toward 


Acts xiii: 


God and the deliberate 
Saviour. 

What is it to continue in the grace of God? 
verge 43. It means, first, to be in the grace of 
God, rooted in it as in a soil, gathering support 
and strength from it. It means to stand in it as 
opposed to law in eontrast to the Galatians, who 
were falling from grace and going back to Juda- 
ism. 

The opposition of the Jews produced courage 
in the apostles, verse 46. Like all true men, they 
became greater and more courageous as the diffi- 
eulties increased. They were moving in their 
work along the line of the revealed purpose of 
God. They would not turn away from the Jews 
until the Jews had turned away from the gospel 
they preached. It was nesessary that the Word 
of God should be preached in recognition of the 
place the Jews oecupied in the plan of God. 

The Jew first, is God’s order; and only as the 
result of their rejection is the sphere widened 
out and the Gentiles brought in. 

Persecution could drive out the apostles, but it 
could not drive out what was in the believers. 
They were filled with joy and with the Holy 
Ghost. 

The disciples then went down to Iconium, and 
entered into the synagogue of the Jews. Here 
again they encountered opposition from the un- 
believing Jews, who stirred up the Gentiles, and 
made their minds evil affected toward the 
“brethren.”” Here we have acompany distinct 
from Jew or Gentile, and, in all probability, 
composed of both. We are not told what they 
said on this occasion, but, as their custom was to 
preach Jesus as crucified and risen among them, 
we doubt not but they preached Him at Iconium. 
They so spake that great effects were produced. 
A great multitude, both of Jews and Greeks, be- 
lieved. Whatever they said was said in sucha 
way that the Holy Spirit could sanction it, and 
hence the faith. 

Here, as before, persecution followed success. 
The Jews again persecuted the believers, thus 
widening the sphere of their testimony and pre- 
paring for doing a greater work for God. There 
they preached the gospel. Satan has ever over- 
shot the mark, and all his opposition has tended 
to the furtherance of the gospel. There is only 
one being who is omnipresent and omnipo- 
tent, and that is God. Satan is mighty, but God 
is Almighty.

even unto the end of the year.”” Deut. x: 10-19. 
‘YT IS an impossibility in the Christian life 
to remain stationary. We must either 

go forward or backward. The first lines 

of this verse seem to imply a going for- 
vward, which we trust is true in your life, 
dear reader; and as you go forward, God 
leading you, it is not through the same 
pathway that you have trodden before, 
ut it is something new and better that 
God is preparing for each one as they fol- 
low whithersoever He leads. “For the 
land whither thou goest in to possess it, is 
not as the land of Egypt from whence ye 
came out.” The light shines truly brighter 
and brighter as the Christian presses for- 
ward in God's will. 

The land of Egypt may have possessed 
for you some attractions, some temporary 
pleasures, lasting but for a‘moment, and 
leaving behind them nothing but a re- 
membrance, and, sometimes, a regretful 
remembrance. There are many dear ones 
who have comeout from that land that can 
remember when in the midst of wordly at- 
tractions and pleasures there would come 
to them a sadness, and they attributed it to 
a regret that the pleasure was not more 
lasting. That is not it; it is the unsatisfied 
longing of a true heart seeking its pleas- 
ures in ephemeral things and finding 

* nothing that will truly satisfy. 

How many of you in your worldly life, 
coming home from some entertainment, 
have often thrown yourselves down witha 
tired heart, saying, ‘Is it worth it allt” 
Yes; oftentimes that question has come 
to many, and the question remained un- 
answered until the Answerer to all the 
questions of the soul eame into their life, 


and they found in the joy that was strength- 
ening and the pleasures that are forever- 
more, a response to the question. 

It is indeed true that the land whither 
thou dost now press forward to porsess, is 
entirely different from the land whence 
thou cameat out, ‘where thou sowest thy 
seed and wateredst it with thy foot, asa 
garden of herbs.” Wery probably the little 
garden was sweet with herbs and fragrant 
spices to your own senses, and possibly 
there might have been some good seed 
sown but oh. how little and narrow that 
garden was! You could touch everything in 
it. You could span it by alittle walk. The 


a circle of your mind was bounded by your 


surroundings instead of God’s great thought 
for you, which is boundless, Your love 
was narrowed in a little circle of your own 
friends, your family, and still more true 
your own self, while God's love for you 
had heights and depths, breadths and 
lengths that you knew nothing of. 

I believe God does not look so much at 
the thing that you do as the way you doit. 
You might have sown good seed in this 
little garden, but for what purpose? Was 
it that your life might have become 
brighter? Was it that the garden of herbs 
might have become sweeter? Was it that 
you, yourself only, might have been 
benefited by it? There is a precious verse 
in this Bible that says, ‘‘ Whatsoever ye 
do, do all to the glory of God.” There is 
no need, beloved, for me to explain further. 
Was the seed sown for yourself, or was it 
sown for Jesus? 

And how much trouble you had with 
those little plants! How you had to tend 
them! How the dear souls whom yon 
spoke to about Jesus seemed to remain 
stationary, until you went to them and 
watered them with some little word of en- 
couragement. The land is broader and a 
land which drinketh water of the rain 
of heaven.where you need not use any of 
your own efforts to try to make the little 
plant sprout; but where God, who careth 
for these things, cares for the sprouting as 
well as for the planting. ‘But the land 
whither ye go to possess it, is a land of 
hills and valleys, and drinketh water of the 
rain of heaven.” 

There is one blessed remembrance in 
looking at the valleys, that there never 
can be « valley unless there are two hills; 
God has for you, as yeu look at the valley, 
twiee as much blessing as there is shadow 
contained in that little spot; for on either 
hill if you mount up with Him, you will be 
able to overlook the valley. 

And better still, “‘ This the land the Lord 
thy God careth for: the eyes of the Lord 
thy God are always upon it froma the begin- 
ning of the year, even unto the end of 
the year.” There is a saying that the 
greater thing includes the leas; and if we 
will, dear ones, come owt from our little 
garden of herbs, ne matter how sweet it 


may be to our own senses and to ourselves, 
and will go into this land of, perhaps, ups 
and dewns of hills and valleys, we will 
find that it is the land which the Lord our 
God cares for. He will look after the land; 
all we have to do is to go and possess it.

He read a number of passages 
from the New Testament, The first was 
2 Peter i: 4. ‘‘God’s promises are ex- 
ceeding great and precious,” They are 
greater than our need; they exceed all 
that we are able either to ask or think; 
they are so great that they leave us but to 
be partakers of the divine nature; they 
anticipate for usa blessing so transcendent 
that it lifts us right up to God Himself. 
Does He promise to pardon,He will abund- — 
antly pardon; to save, He will save to the 
uttermost; to supply our need, it is ac- 
cording to His riches in glory; to bless, it 
is exceeding abundantly above all that we 
are able to ask or think. Now, these 
promises are given to us. We have not to 
extort them from an unwilling God, for 
our Lord gives and we have but to use 
them. 

% 2 Corinthians i: 90, “Vor all the 
promises of God in Him are yea, and in 
Him Amen, unto the glory of God by us.” 
We have sometimes asked God for a 
promise, and when one has come to 
us with pewer we have underlined it and 
counted it our own; but in reality they are 
all our own; God has given us every one 
of them; 40,000; some one haa told us, but 








.. sure because it is through grace. 
-. was in any sense dependent on us it would 
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they are all ours. Christ has confirmed 
them to us and in Him, they are all yea 
and Amen. God has given two emphatic 
endorsements to every one of them. First, 
He has put His yea on them, and second- 
ly, His Amen. The yea is Christ's confirm- 
ation of them; the Amen is the Holy 
Spirit’s witness to them. Let us believe 


_ them, and then the Holy Ghost will add 


“His great Amen, and we will know they are 
“spoken to our soul.

be.” It isa word that carries with it the 
idea of the whole and also of every part

- -soever which is special. We must come 
--down to definite promises and prayers. 


"We cannot glorify God so much in any 


“other way as by taking His promises. 
‘Shall we put our amen to His great yea,

‘In ev’ry check endorsed by Him 
“ V'll dare to write my name; 

- I will put my ‘‘ Amen” wherever

3. ‘Therefore it is of faith that it might 
be by grace, that the promise might be 
pure,” Romans iv: 16.

An English lord once offered to pay the 
debts of all his tenants if they would come 
at a certain hour and bring a statement. 
When the hour came the people ail gath- 
ered around but they seemed afraid to 
venture and they all waited to have some- 


os body else go in first and see if it was true. 


The morning passed by; just before twelve 
o'clock a poor old couple hobbled in, and 
the lord received them kindly and accord- 
ing to his promise paid their debts, and 
gave them something more besides. As 





they came out again the people began to 
gather around them and ask them if it 
was really true. They looked with won- 
der at the question and showed them the 
bank checks. Then there was a rush for 
the cffice door, but it was too late, the 
lord had gone, the hour was past. They 
had waited for the endorsement of others 
and had lost their opportunity because 
they had not implicitly believed his sim- 
ple word. ‘Let us believe our God so we 
shall be established.” 

5. We need patience as well as faith to 
inherit the promises. Hebrews x: 36, 37. 
“For ye have need of patience, that, after 
ye have done the will of God, ye might 
receive the promise. For yet alittle while, 
and He that shall come will come, and 
will not tarry.” God waits to see if you 
really are believing Him. He has to prove 
the reality of our faith by delay, and when 
He sees that we really mean it and that 
nothing will discourage our trust, then He 
gives us all we believe for. He met the 
Syropheenician woman with apparent re- 
fusal that He might prove the reality of 


| her trust, and then He gave her all she 
“J wanted. Let us then not be slothful, but 


followers of them who from faith and 
patience inherited the promises. 


I knew a man once who had plenty of 
money and thought he could buy God’s 
blessings. His wife was dying and he 
wanted her healed. He came to ask some 
of us to pray for her, and when told that 
he himself must believe, he said he spent 
two whole hours one night believing, he 
believed from midnight until two or three 
o’clock in the morning without once doubt- 
ing, and then he said nothing came of it, 
and he just gave it up. That was not 
believing; that was make-believing. God 
will do nothing for such an impudent and 
offensive demand. If we trust Him we 
shall trust Him forever, for God cannot 
lie and never changes. 

6. We may come short of the promise, 
*‘Let us therefore fear, Jest, a promise 
being left us of entering into His rest, any 
of you should seem to come sort of it.” 
Heb. iv: 1. Just as your father might 
leave you a valuable estate and you by 
neglect allowed another to possess it and 
let your interest go by default. You would 
be doing the grossest injustice to that 
father, who had toiled and suffered to win 
for you that fortune, and by your neglect 
you were making his sacrifices of non- 
effect. This would be to him a wrong 
as great as the wrong that you allowed to 
be done to yourself. And so these prom- 
ises of God are the costly bequest of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. He won them for us 
by His life of sorrow and His death of 
shame, and we have no right to lose them 
nor let one particle of their precious pro- 
visions be compromised. 

Dear friends, are there not many of 
God’s promises of which you have come 





short? When you meet Him yonder and 
He goes over this blessed book with you, 
will there be something to show in your 
life for every one of his precious checks on 
the bank of grace, or will thousands of 
them be dishonored and wasted. You 
have no more right to waste the promises 
of God than you have to waste the 
moments of your life. They are costly— 
divine trusts given you to be used for His 
glory, and turned into currency at the 
throne of grace. 

A dear sister once told us that she had 
been led to accept divine healing by that 
simple thought that she was rendering 
the death of Christ and the promise of His 
grace to non-effect by her neglect to enter 
into them. Let us therefore fear lest a 
promise being left us, any of us should 
even seem to come short of it. But let us 
press earnestly into all the fullness of our 
inheritance and be strong in faith, giving 
glory to God. 


7. We can on the other hand anticipate 
the promises of God. There is a very 
beautiful passage in the eleventh chapter 
of Hebrews where it says that the Old 
Testament saints saw the promises afar 
off and were persuaded of them and em- 
braced them. In the original it means 
they ran to meet them and saluted them. 
They met them before they came to pase, 
like the father in the parable of the prodi- 
gal son, who, when his son was a great 
way off, ran and fell on his neck and 
kissed him. So faith anticipates the prom- 
ise before it draws near and meets it in 
the distance, takes itin its arms and treats 
it as if it was a present and accomplished 
fact. This is very honoring to God and 
very blessed to us. 

I¢ was thus that the father went forth at 
the command of Jesus to meet His bless- 


| ing and on the way found that his son was 


healed. It was thus that the lepers went 
forth at the Master's bidding, and as they 
went they were healed. So let us go 
forth, meeting the blessing before it comes 
and learn to rejoice more in the anticipa- 
tion of the promise than in its actual 
fulfillment. God is educating a people in 
these days tosee the things that others 
cannot see, and to live in a world of the 
invisible and the eternal. 

Shall we be worthy of this calling, and 
join this holy people who have received 
the second sight of faith, and learned to 
count the things that are not as if they 
were! Persuaded of the promise, let us 
run to meet it in the arms of faith, em- 
brace it as an accomplished reality, and 
thus we, too, shall join the ranks of that 
glorious company and cloud of witnesses, 
who have been marching through ages to 
that hour when faith shall receive its 
glorious realization, and the things not 
seen shall become the things present and 
eternal.

Diapia, AUG, 27, 1892. 


AVING a few moments in which to 
write, I will try to show what my 
Lord is doing for me. I have had 
“precious communion with God, in my 
prayer for the conventions and workers 
‘especially the last few weeks. I know 
they have been a success, 

We left Liverpool with a like storm of 
**Hallelujahs,” ‘*God be with you” and 
handkerchief waving as we received when 
we left New York. We made many 
“warm friends among the Liverpool people, 

“and when others of our missionaries come 
this way, they will most warmly receive 
them, 

On the boat we passed a larger portion 

Of the time in meetings and personal 
work among the passengers, and sailors, 





-. We had a morning and evening prayer 


service among ourselves and such of the 
cabin passengers as would come in, and 


_ swe also (at the sailors’ own request) kept 


"ap a service for them and the firemen 
every night after the second Sunday ex- 
“cept one of two, when the boat was in

_ In our last testimony-meeting on the 
“steamer, we heard one dozen men give a 
strong, healthy testimony to a changed 


"heart, and several more were on duty, 
>. who could have done the same. 


- Those who were especially interested in 
- the gailora’ work, were Miss Riggs, Miss 
: - Miick, Mr. Kalderasck, Mr. Codd, Mr. 
‘Woodcock, and your humble servant, 
doing the mites that God gave him to per- 
“form. Miss Riggs, and Miss Miick de- 
Serve especially to be commended for their 
“**atickability,” (our dear friend Stephen 
» Merritt's word.) At the firat only a few 
“sailors came to listen, and some thought 
“best to give up the meetings altogether. 
But they with one or two others held on, 
‘and soon success crowned their efforts 
and God blessed their labors, Miss Miick 
-. was taken sick the last two weeks, and 
only for this happening the voyage would 
-, Dave been perfect, 
-. We arrived at Banana on the 23d of 
--June, and the advent people, who had 
-been with us all the way, left to go to 
“their mission station. They were very 
. pleasant, especially Mr. Rockwell. 
. We came to Matadi on the 25th, when 
the men left at once for Ngangila, the 
ladies following the next day. All ar- 
_Yived in safety, on the 26th, at Nyangils 
~except Miss Jamieson and Miss Washburn, 
-who stayed to nurse Miss Miick. I, as 
usual, took care of the baggage, staying 
._ behind ten days to pack over some of the 
‘baggage that was too heavy to be car- 
_ ried. Steamer trunks are as large as the 
native carriers will take, and it is a use- 
"Jean expense to get larger ones. Far het~- 





ter to buy small tin trunks, The natives 
like a long narrow box to carry best, about 
four feet long; or a tin trunk is still better, 
asone can keep it all the time, and the 
ants soon eat a box up. 

Bro, Reid asked me to go about one 
hundred miles or more from Ngangila to 
one of the Swedish mission stations and 
help them for six months, as they are 
short of help at present, some having 
died, while others are home on furlough, 
Bro. Reid said I could learn the language 
very correctly and much faster of them, 
than of any other missionaries on the 
Congo, and J find this to be true. 

I went to Ngangila and started with 
three others whom Bro. Reid sent also, to 
help on the Swedish mission stations, 
until more of their missionares should 
come out in January next, Those who 
came with me were Miss Clara Strom- 
berg, Miss Malmquist, Bro. John Syming- 
ton and Bro. Bullerkist to be our guide. 
We were three days and a half on the 
path. Miss Clara and I were prostrated 
with fever while on the road. When we 
reached Diadia, we both took to our beds, 
and Miss Clara passed on before, ‘“‘to be 
forever with the Lord.” We can’t under- 
stand God's ways—why she should go so 
soon—but I believe the Lord has sanctified 
it to His own glory, and to each one of us, 
Clara was used of God on the steamer, 
on our journey out here, to the saving of 
seven precious souls, and much other good 
seed was sown as she worked, especially 
among the ‘‘Kroo boys” which seemed to 
be her work, but now her hands and feet 
shall no more errands run, till Jesus 
comes, which we trust will not be long. 

The secret J find of learning the lan- 
guage here in the Congo land isa thorough 
knowledge of grammar, and with this and 
the Word of God and love of Christ in our 
hands, head, and heart, we can be preach- 
ing Jesus the moment we land to every 
native we come in contact with. I should 
recommend that those who expect to 
come to Africa to take a six months 
course of thorough review in the English 
grammar. The Swedish people have a 
grammer compiled by one of their num- 
ber, it being at present about four-fifths 
completed. He has been here for about 
ten years of and on, and is at present at 
his home in Sweden. That part that he 
has done is already in fruit. [will send 
you a copy as soon as I find time to bind it. 

IT am at present translating it from 
Swedish Kifiott into Lnglish Kifioti with the 
assistance of Mr, Sjoholm, the missionary 
in charge oi Diadia. He speaks but very 
little English so itis quite hard to under- 
stand him; but by the help of God I shall 
have it all translated by Christmas, and it 
will then be of much service to new 
comers, as it is the only grammar of the 
Kifioti language that is right in its teach- 
ing. Mr. Weatlind, the man who has com- 


piled the grammar, has also translated 
the New Testament entire into the Kifioti 
language, and this is generally used by 
all missionaries, ours among the number. 
The printing press of the Swedish mission 
is a small one and not capable of supplying 
what is wanted. 

IT am very busy since I have been strong 
enough to undertake work. I take my 
lessons from seven to nine or ten o'clock 
in the evening, and study an hour or so 
after that. Ialso snatch what time I can 
from work and rest during the day. We 
will soon be able to have two lessons per 
day, and then I shall be able to cover 
much ground. 

Just at present the missionary, Mr. 
Sjoholm and his wife are off for three 
weeks leaving me in charge of the station, 
which is no small thing, with my (as yet) 
limited knowledge of Kifloti lauguage. Miss 
Maimquist is here, and a Swedish lady 
Mra, Rangstrom. Miss Malmquist is house- 
keeper, and takes care of the girls, Mra. 
R. has charge of the school. I have thirty- 
nine boys from twelve to twenty years of 
age to manage when they are out of 
school, and all the way from three to 
twenty and thirty men to keep at work. 
Just now we have a large force at work 
making brick and putting on new roofs (of 
grass) on the boys’ houses, They ap- 
pointed me the doctor of the station when 
T was able to attend to it after being sick, 
and every morning I have from ten to 
twenty patients, who come from many 
miles to be treated, many of them have 
large. ulcers and sores and by dressing 
them carefully they grow well speedily. 
This makes them like me very much. 
Some have come who were quite -ill, with 
fevers, and I found it quite necessary to 
have a building to put them in as ours 
were all full, so Iam having the brick 
made to build a hospital, large enough to 
hold eight men at once, 

It would do your soul good to hear the 
testimonies and prayers of some of our 
boys; many of them are Christians, and I 
wish some of our 200d American churches 
could have a few of them for examples in 
their midst. 

I expect, as soon as I am through, to 
have a station of my own, and then, JD. V.. 
I shall try to have more boys than they 
have here. 

It is great to go out to the villages and 
talk to the natives who will flock about 
you to hear about Nazmbi (God) and Jesu 
Wilisto (Jesus Christ). They ask many 
questions, and bright ones, too, They 
most always thank you, and ask you to 
come again and tell them more of this 
Naambi, I can’t do this yet, but have been 
with Mr, Sjoholm.

But, for fear you will think I desire to 
oa preach to you, 1 will try and give you some idea 
“of what my eyes have seen since coming to 


China. 
One of the curses in this land is opium. No 
less than five thousand dens for smoking that

cursed weed are in this city alone! The sad, sad 
sight of the many that are led captive this way 
makes one’s heart ache. I passed several the 
other night, and oh, such dens and such objects 
of misery! Many, I should judge, were uncon- 
scious, lying around on benches and stools, while 
others were smoking, and would soon be in the 
same condition. 

I shall never forget the cry that rose up within 
me as I walked toward home. And oh, to be 
able in the strength of God to break the chains 
that bind. Another cruel thing in China is the 
binding of the girls’ feet. I had heard and read 
much abont this, but never realized it could be as 
cruel as itis; they are not cared for by any one, 
they are but slaves, despised, rejected, hopeless 
and joyless. Christian women of America, is 
there anything too great for you to sacrifice in 
order that the gospel may be preached to them? 
Oh, for a few men and women that are dead to 
the flesh, world and the devil, and filled with the 
Holy Ghost and faith to preach the gospel in 
China, the gospel, and that in its fuliness! Itisa 
gospel for body, soul and spirit, but the heathen 
know nothing about it. God forbid that any of 
us should lower the standard, or come short of 
the whole willof God for us. [t may mean stripes, 
imprisonments, burning at the stake, or our 
heads severed from our bodies; but what He says 
we should say, and what He wills we should will. 

China with its four hundred millions of human 
souls is in darkness to-day, and that darkness is 
the blackest of darkness. Aud why is it? We 
answer unhesitatingly, the church of God is trif- 
ling with her commission. Oh, for a Paul, a 
Peter, a John and a Stephen, a Gideon's band 
to come up to the help of the Lord against the 
mighty. A few with the faith ef God--that faith 
that caused the walls of Jericho to fall, subdued 
kingdoms, wrought righteousness, stopped the 
mouths of lions, put to flight the armies of the 
aliens, out of weakness were wade strong, waxed 
valiant in fight! Beloved,if you can believe God 
for these things to come to pass we humbly ask 
your prayers. Regardless of the cost, we want to 
see God’s will done. The cays are few before our 
Lord will come, and what we do must be dona 
quickly.

sionary journey with a medicine chest and a lot 
of pills in order to get a hold on the people, and 
I want to ask those that may read this letter, 
have we not the same gospel? Has the Lord 
Jesus Christ changed? May we not expect the 
ame results as are on record in the Word of 
God? IL realize somewhat the responsibility that 
yeasts upon ime as I stan in the midst of this 
heathen nation, as a representative of the gospel 
of Christ's sacred trust, shall we shun to declare 
the whole counsel? God forbid. O Lord, see the 
travail of thy soul and be tatiefied with us! 

A million a month in China are dying without 
God. Think of it, and our Lord has said: ‘If 
thou forbear to deliver them that are drawn 
unto death, and those that are ready to be slain; 
if thou tayest: Behold we kuew it not, doth not 
He that pondereth the heart consider it? And 
He that keepeth thy soul, doth not He know it? 
And stall He not render vuto every man accord- 
ing to his works?” We pi-ad for these neglected 
miilions, we say with one voice to every man, 
woman and child, that v1 himself a disciple 
of the Lord Jesus Christ, and are not putting 
forth every possible effort to lave the gospel

Wrst Arnica, Oct., 1892. 
My dear Brother: 


With every new day I feel that we have added 
eause for thankfulness that our loving Father 
gives us one more day to declare His love to these 
peojle. The Lord has greatly blessed us the past 
few months in preserving our lives, in giving us 
general good health, in binding us in closer fel- 


lowship with cach order and with Himself, and 


in bringing us into closer touch with the people 
through the language and by other means. 

Since our Superintendent, Mr. Fisher, was 
here last April,some of our neighbor missionaries 
have passed through deep waters. From the 
United Brethren Missions south of us, three have 
died and two have returned to America in poor 
health; also two from the Wesleyan Methodist 
Mission north of us have gone home sick. These 
things help us to realize that the time is short 
and that the laborers are few indeed. 

A few words about ‘“‘our people’’ the Temnes. 
They seem less happy than those of their race 
whom I have met in America, for the power of 
darkness which overmasters them allows them no 
true joy in the present, and no sure hope for the 
future. This darkness has so blinded them that 
they bave no real desire for the light. I have 
read of heathen chiefs begging the people of 
God to send missionaries to teach their people 
the way of life, and I presume there are countries 
in which these entreaties are made in all sincer- 
ity, and the people verify their request by accept- 
ing the gospel; but I have not found it so here, 

When Mr, Kingman and I went to Marampa, 
in March, ’91, they were so glad to have us come 
to tell them the ‘God word” and teach their 
children. We realize now that their interest was 
to have their sons learn to talk and read English 
so that they could trade in Freetown and drive 
sharp bargains. They knew, too, that they 
would get money out of us, at,least for food and 
shelter, aud the king there, Bai Koblo, boasted 
over the neighboring kings that he had the 
white men a3 his guests, his children. 

Go into any town whatever, where the gospel 
ig new, and preach to the people. Nearly the 
whole town willcome out to hear you. And when 
you sit down, the head man will make quite a 
speech, telling you how glad they are to have 
you come to them and tell them this word; 
and his people must all hold the word that the 
white man tells them--whatever he tells them, 
that they mustdo. But remain there preaching 
to them for a few monthg, and you will find that 
your message is not wanted. When they under. 
stand that to accept our religion means to turn 
away from the religion of their fathers, so inter- 
woven with every-day life, and to accept the ° 
Lord Jesus Christ, who has condemned sin in the 
flesh, they see it differently, and the gospel is 
just as unpopular here, as among the unsaved 
in America, % 
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Let all who come here understand that as 
ambassadors for the unpopular king we are un- 
invited and unwelcome, ‘‘ The servant is not 
greater than his Lord. If they have kept my 
word they will keep yours also.”” Yet He finished 
the work which the Father gave Him to do, and 
I praise God that we can have fellowship with 
Him as pilgrims and strangers. The many have 

: mo use for our our message, but there areatill the 
few whom the Spirit will reach, and with these 
the Father’s house will be filled. 

We are at work on the language, and begin to 
‘read the Scriptures to the natives and give short 

’. tulks in the Temne. None of the people read nor 
‘write their language, but we have a translation 
-of parts of the Bible, which is a great help to us. 

I went to Robonka the other day to see Bro. 
“; Francis, and, after a few hours of rest and fellow- 
“ship there, walked on to Magbinkati, where I 

found Bro. Dean happy in the Lord, but lone- 
‘some enough to enjoy my visit I am sure; for 
_ during the rains (June to September) he has had 
"one of us to spend afew hours with him about 
once a month. 

The next morning, after we had partaken of 
‘the Lord's supper, I returned, stopping to break 
‘bread with Bro, Francis. Reashed Magbele in 

the evening, just in time to escape a tornado.
